W a s h i n g t o n , Sept. 12.—State Sena­ 
tor Lewis Emery, Jr., of Pennsylvania 
was before the industrial commission. 
He claimed that the raiirods were re­ 
sponsible for the great growth of the 
Standard Oil company, aud said that 
the contract made by the South Im­ 
provement company and the railroads 
in 1872 was practically in effect today. 
Under this arrangement there had been 
discriminations on the part of the roads 
in favor of the Standard company up 
to the present day. 
The agreement ca­ 
tered into by the Pennsylvania Kalroad 
company, giving the Standard Oil com­ 
pany rebates aud drawbacks, is main­ 
tained to the present day, the witness 
asserted. 
Mr. Emery claimed to have been 
twice driven to the wall by the combi­ 
nation of the railroads aud the Stand­ 
ard company against him. He claimed 
that the Standard company had in­ 
herited all the privileges of the old 
South Improvement company, aud read 
the contract between that company and 
the railroad organizations to prove that 
it provided explicitly for rebates. 
He 
also read a letter addressed by the re­ 
ceivers of the Baltimore and Ohio rail­ 
road to the interstate commerce coin- 
miS'ion admitting, Mr. Emery claimed, 
that rebates had been given up to Janu­ 
ary, 1899. 
He bud gotten the relief which he 
had sol gh 
in Germany, while lie had 
been p .~>iug for relief in the United 
States since 1n72. 
There was lie dis­ 
crim ination on cither the railroads or 
canals rn that country. 
Mr. Emery 
said that in connection w ith his work 
in Europe, lie had co-operated w ith tile 
L u c ian oil producers, consulting w ith 
tne prime m inister of that country. 
Referring to the Russian oil, Mr. 
Emery said it was not so good as the 
American product, but being sold at a 
lower price, ll was still a competitor 
where sold. 
The witness contended that the Stand­ 
ard company does reduce prices for the 
purpose of driving out com petitors aud 
s a i d lie could bring a stack of proof to 
show that this w as the custom to tho 
present day.

Dr. W ashington Gladden of Colum ­ 
bus is widely known as one of the 
most scholarly and em inent men in the 
Congregational 
church. 
No 
m an’s 
judgment, is more revered in Columbus 
than his. and nobody can charge him 
with m isstating facts for any partisan 
purpose. 
In an able lecture. Sunday, 
Sept. 3. upon the Philippine question 
Dr. Gladden presented 
the following 
cogent facts as the result of his thor­ 
ough study of the subject: 
“ It must also be remembered that 
the revolutionary governm ent of A guin­ 
aldo does not pretend to represent more 
than a small m inority of the people In 
the Philippines. 
Out of a population 
of 8.000.000 or 10.000.000 of people, not 
more than 1,000,000 have in any way 
signified their adherence to him. 
The 
insurrection 
is 
nearly if not wholly 
confined to the tribe of Tagals. 
“There has been no governm ent in 
the Philippines which had the faintest 
resemblance to a republic. 
There has 
been a military dictatorship which un­ 
dertook to assemble a congress; one 
out of thirty tribes was supposed to be 
represented 
in this congress. 
Nine- 
tenths of the people had no represent­ 
a t io n in it. 
The congress displayed 
its patriotism by choosing as its pre­ 
siding officer a man who was known to 
all of them to have sought, in the 
most sham eless m anner to sell them 
out to the Spaniards. 
After wrangling 
for two months, this delectable body 
burst into fragments, leavig nothing 
but a bad odor.

“ I do not wish to speak c o n te m p tu ­ 
ously of Aguinaldo. 
It is evident that 
he possesses some good qualities, and 
that he is a skillful p artisan leader. 
Ile has m anaged to hold to gether the 
tribe to which he belongs in a pretty 
stout resistance to our m ilitary forces. 
Doubtless be has wrought 
upon the 
su p erstitio u s fears of the natives by 
m a k in g them believe that the Ameri- 
c ru sh in g them ; and lie has kept alive 
th e ir hopes by a ssu rin g them th a t a 
revolution here at hom e was about to 
occur, by which o u r a r m y would be re 
called. 
T h a t he th in k s himself able 
to set up a good g o v e rn m e n t and to 
hold all these tribes together in unity 
I a m willing to believe. 
Hut his civil 
experim ent, so fa r as it has been tried, 
certainly w a r r a n ts us in doubting his 
ability to do any such tiling and j u s t i ­ 
fies us in refusing to tu rn over to him 
the g o vern m en t of these islands. 
And 
when the refusal to tu rn over the g o v ­ 
e r n m e n t of these islands to a m ilitary 
dictator is denounced as the betrayal 
of a people stru g g lin g for freedom, I 
am moved to ask w h e th e r there is not 
more heat th an light in such o b ju rg a ­ 
tions." 
In closing Dr. Gladden said: 
“ The P hilippine islands present to 
the people of this country a stupendous 
task. 
Of its seriousness, its m ag n itu d e 
I was well convinced before I began to 
stu d y the question, but it looms la rger 
and more portentous tis I d raw n e a re r 
to it. 
But it is on o u r hands and we 
m u s t work it out. 
To sh irk it is cow ­ 
ardly; to sit down in discouragem ent 
before it is pusillanimous; to refuse to 
JjjPar our part in it s dshonorable: to 
e m b a rra ss, by gnorant 
and 
c arp in g 
criticism, those who are doing th eir 
best to solve it. is un patriotic. 
“ The question is one which we have 
no right to d ra g down into the mire 
of partisanship. 
It is not merely the 
prese.it a d m in istr a tio n that will h ave 
the Philippine question to deal with; 
it will be on the Ii anils* of a great m a n y 
future ad m in istra tio n s; it will be the 
most delicate and the most difficult 
business with winch they will have to 
deal, and thee will need from the whole 
people fair consideration and generous 
t r e a t m e n t .”

A successful test w as made at Canal 
Dover, O., the other day of a m a­ 
chine which promises to revolutionize 
the old manner of casting iron aud 
will be of keen interest to iron m anu­ 
facturers throughout the country, who 
have been wanting such an luventiou 
for m auy years, says the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. 
The test w as made at 
the w orks of the Penn Iron company. 
The m achine is the invention of a 
Warren man. 
T he machine is a very simple affair. 
It consists of a circular carriage, built 
on the sam e principle as a “merry go 
round,” which is 5d feet in diameter 
and 176 feet in circumference. On the 
outer edge of this big wheel are the 
molds, or pockets, to hold the billets. 
T h ese carriers are about tw o feet long 
and square sectionally, each having 
four pockets. 
They are hung on an 
axle. 
There are 144 pockets turned 
upward at once to receive the metal. 
Three tim es this num ber of others 
com e around in their turn. 
T he molten Iron w a s hauled from 
the furnace stack in a m am m oth ladle 
m ounted on trucks. 
It held 20 tons of 
molten metal. 
The ladle w as tilted by 
m eans o f a screw and the metal pour­ 
ed into a trough, w hich delivered it 
Into the pockets as they turned slowly. 
A fter m aking alm ost a revolution the 
carriers turned autom atically, dum p­ 
ing the hot billets on an iron conveyor 
traveling directly under the wheel and 
being of the sam e circumference. 
This 
conveyor passes through a cooling vat 
of water, after which the billets were 
autom atically 
discharged 
from 
the 
conveyor to the box car w hich stood 
on a sw itch running from the main 
line 
of 
the Cleveland, 
Lorain 
aud 
W heeling railroad. 
T ho test w a s a success in every re­ 
spect. a u d there w a s not a hitch in the 
m a c h in e r y from the tim e the metal 
be g a n to pour in until 2 0 to ns of bil­ 
lets had boon deposited cold in the 
car. 
’rile iron men who witnessed it 
w e re loud in their p raise of the m a ­ 
chine.

It has a capacity of

tered into by the Pennsylvania Kalroad 
company, giving the Standard Oil com­ 
pany rebates and drawbacks, is m ain­ 
tained to the present day, the witness 
asserted. 
Mr. Emery claimed to have been 
twice driven to the wall by the combi­ 
nation of the railroads aud the Stand­ 
ard company against him. He clanned 
that the Standard company had in­ 
herited all tile privileges of tile old 
South Im provem ent company, aud read 
the contract between that company aud 
the railroad organizations to prove that 
it provided explicitly for rebate*.

also read a Utter addressed by the re­ 
ceivers ol the Baltimore aud Ohio rail­

It is known that expressions 
hostile to the exposition from Senator 
Stewart are widely sym pathized in, aud 
it is thought th at if tile conviction of 
Dieyfus is perm itted to stand there will 
be very little friendly feeling for France 
among members of either the house or 
senate. 
About $1,200,000 has been appro­ 
priated for the expenses of the com­ 
mission and the governm ent exhibit; 
the commission has beeu appointed aud 
the space desired for exhibits from this 
country has been secured. 
There are now only two w'ays in 
which congress could interfere; one 
would be to revoke such part of the ap­ 
propriation as has not been already ex­ 
pended in the e x c u se of the commis­ 
sion, aud the other would be to pass a 
resolution declaring that on account of 
the unsettled condition of France, the 
valuable government exhibits should 
not be sent to Pans. 
To do either of these things would be 
sufficient, it is believed, to break off all 
friendly 
relations between the two 
countries. 
The president and the state depart­ 
ment cannot tie expected to find in tills 
affair a reason for involving tho coun­ 
try into an international complication, 
and may use their lufiuence against 
hasty action. 
Unless congress expressly forbids it, 
till" government will proceed with tile 
preparations tor tin* exhibition, aud 
wall send to Paris such government ex­ 
hibits as art* decided upon, but this will 
be done w ith a realization ot the proba­ 
bility that much of tIi** space secured 
with sucii difficulty for private Ameri­ 
can exhibits will be left vacant.

Dr. W ashington Gladden of Colum­ 
bus is widely known as one of the 
most scholarly and em inent men in the 
Congregational 
church. 
No 
man s 
judgm ent is more revered in Columbus 
than his. and nobody can charge him 
with m isstating facts for any partisan 
purpose, 
In an able lecture, Sunday, 
Sept. 3. upon the Philippine question 
Dr. Gladden presented the following 
cogent facts as the result of his th o r­ 
ough study of the subject: 
“ It m ust also be rem em bered th at 
the revolutionary governm ent of Aguin­ 
aldo does not pretend to represent more 
than a small m inority of the people in 
the Philippines. 
Out of a population 
of 8,OOO.OOO or 10.000.000 of people, not 
more than 1,000.000 have In any way 
signified their adherence to him. 
The 
insurrection 
is 
nearly if not wholly 
confined to the tribe of Tagals. 
“There has been no governm ent in 
the Philippines which had the faintest 
resem blance to a republic. 
There has 
been a m ilitary dictatorship which un­ 
dertook to assemble a congress; one 
out of th irty tribes was supposed to be 
represented in this congress. 
Nine- 
tenths of the people had no represent- 
tation in it. 
The congress displayed 
its patriotism by choosing as its pre­ 
siding officer a man who was known to 
all of them to have sought, in the 
most sham eless m anner to sell them 
out to the Spaniards. 
After w rangling 
for two months, this delectable body 
hurst into fragm ents, leavig nothing 
but a bad odor. 
“ W here is this Philippine republic 
that our governm ent is crushing? 
It 
has no capital, no constitution, no civil 
institutions, no seat except in the sad ­ 
dle of Aguinaldo. 
“ I do not wish to speak contem ptu­ 
ously of Aguinaldo. 
It is evident that 
he possesses some good qualities, and 
that he is a skillful partisan leader. 
He has m anaged to hold together the 
tribe to which he belongs in a pretty 
stout resistance to our m ilitary forces. 
Doubtless he has w rought upon tho 
superstitious fears of the natives by 
rn king them believe that the Ameri- 
cru sh ln g them ; and he has kept alive 
tilt ir hopes by assuring them that a 
revolution here at home was alrout to 
occur, by which our arm y Would be re 
called. 
T h at he thinks him self able 
to set up a good governm ent and to 
hold all these tribes together In unity 
I am w illing to believe. 
But his civil 
experim ent, so far as it has been tried. 
certainly w arrants us in doubting his 
ability to do any such thing and ju sti­ 
fies us in refusing lo turn over to him 
the governm ent of these islands. 
And 
when the refusal to tu rn over the gov­ 
ernm ent of these Islands to a m ilitary 
dictator is d e noum od as the betrayal 
of a people sn uggling for freedom. I 
am moved to ask whet lier there is not 
more heat th an light in such objurga­ 
tions.” 
In closing Dr. Gladden said: 
“ The Philippine islands present to 
th* people of tins country a stupendous 
task. 
Of its seriousness, Its m agnitude 
I was well convinced before I begun to 
study the question, but It looms larger 
an i more portentous as I draw nearer 
to it. 
Hut it is on our hands and we 
m ust work it out. 
To shirk It is cow­ 
ardly; to sit down in discouragem ent 
before it is pusillanim ous; to refuse to 
.pear our part in it s dshouorable; to I 
em barrass, by gnorant 
aud 
carping | 
criticism , those who ara doing their 
best to solve it. is unp itrlotie. 
“Th** ques1 ion is one which we have j 
no right to drag down into the mire ; 
of p u tlsanship. 
It is not merely the 
prtM'u. adm inistration that will have 
the Philippine question to deal with; 
it will be on the hands of a great many 
future adm inistrations; it will bt* the 
most delicate aud the most difficult 
business with which they will have to 
deal, and they will need from the whole 
people fair consideration aud generous 
trea tm e n t,’'

A successful test w as m ade a t < anal 
Dover, O., the other day of a m a ­ 
chine which promises to revolutionize 
the old m an n er of casting Iron ami 
will be of keen interest to iron m anu­ 
facturers throughout the country, who 
have been w anting such an Invention 
for m any years, says the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. 
The test was m ade at 
the w orks of the Penn Iron company. 
T he m achine is the invention of a 
W arren man. 
T he m achine is a very simple affair. 
It consists of a circular carriage, built 
on the sam e principle as a “m erry go 
round,” which is 545 feet in diam eter 
an d 176 feet in circumference. On the 
outer edge of this big wheel are the 
molds, or pockets, to hold the billets. 
T hese carriers are about tw o feet long 
an d square sectionally, each b a ' ing 
four pockets. 
They are bung on an 
axle. 
There are 144 pockets turned 
upw ard at once to receive the metal. 
T hree times this num ber of others 
come around in their turn. 
T he molten Iron w as hauled from 
th e furnace stack in a m am m oth ladle 
m ounted on trucks. 
It held ‘JO tons of 
molten metal. 
The ladle w as tilted by 
m eans of a screw and the metal pour­ 
ed Into a trough, which delivered it 
into tho pockets as they turned slowly. 
A fter m aking alm ost a revolution the 
carriers tu rn ed autom atically, d u m p ­ 
ing the hot billets on an Iron conveyor 
traveling directly under the wheel and 
being of the sam e circumference. 
This 
conveyor passes through a cooling vat 
of water, a fte r which the billets were 
autom atically 
discharged 
from 
the 
conveyor to the box car which stood 
on a sw itch running from the main 
line 
of 
the 
Cleveland, 
Lorain 
aud 
W heeling railroad. 
Tho test w as a success In every re­ 
spect. aud th e re w as not a hitch in the 
m achinery from the time the metal 
began to pour In until JO tons of bil­ 
lets had been deposited cold in the 
car. 
T b s iron men who w itnessed it 
w ere loud In their praise ut the m a ­ 
chine. 
T here has nothing of Its kind 
ever been p u t out, and furnace teen 
say it will be a great boon and labor 
saver to them. 
It has a capacity of 
GOO tons daily, casting eight tons every 
revolution. 
Some points in its favor as against 
the old time m ethod of molding billets 
In sand are th a t it will do aw ay w ith a 
class of labor th a t is hard to secure, 
especially in Dot w eather—the hot iron 
handlers. 
T he billets molded by this 
machine are free from sand and of 
uniform w eight and size.

Sir T hom as U pton, ow ner of the 
Shamrock,

recently arrived at 
New York, talked pleasantly about the 
prospects of his yacht against the Co­ 
lumbia to a New York World reporter. 
He said: 
“I have been uboard the Sham rock 
iii the tw o races th at she sailed against 
the Britannia. 
I intend to be on board 
of her every day th a t she is under sail 
and will also be there every day during 
the races. 
How are people betting on 
the result?” he asked, aud w hen told 
that b u t few w agers bad been m ade as 
yet, and 
those a t even money, 
he 
smiled and said it w as probable th a t 
the w agers con kl all be covered with 
good English and Irish gold. ‘‘Not th at 
I have any money th at I will bet on 
the result,” hi* continued. 
‘‘I never 
gullible, aud will not w ager a dollar on 
the result. 
“ I ani in this for the love of the sport 
alout*. 
I would dearly like to bring 
back th a t cup, which Englishmen ami 
Scotchm en have been trying to bring 
back for nearly half a century. 
I have 
not reckoned the cost. To me the price 
is nothing if I can but bring th a t cup 
over to my club, where you m ay be 
sure that it will be appreciated a t its 
full value if we are fortunate enough 
to cap tu re it. 
I know I have under­ 
taken a great task, and every one ap ­ 
preciates its m agnitude. 
I recognize 
the ability and talents of American de­ 
signers aud have throw n everything 
aside and devoted my entire tim e to 
the one object 
th a t 
brings 
me 
to 
America. 
“ I regard Mr. Fife as one of the 
greatest naval architects in the world 
and certainly the m ost talented in his 
line in all England. Never Is‘fore has 
such a boat as the Sham rock crossed 
the ocean in search of the cup. I expect 
h er to win. If she does not, the fa u lt 
will be that the Columbia is a better 
boat and your A m erican designer lins 
once again proved th a t Yankee skill is 
superior to an y th in g on the other 
side.” 
“ Are 
you 
afraid 
that 
excursion 
steam ers will bother you?” was asked. 
“ Not a t all,” he answ ered good n a­ 
turedly. “ I might say that the sam e 
trouble exists on the other side, with 
but tile single exception th at your 
boats have higher decks. The interfer­ 
ence is toe sam e for both boats, w heth­ 
e r they are Bd miles aw ay or only five. 
Both boats are bothered alike, and I 
Will be satisfied w ith the provisions 
m ade by tin* New York Yacht club to 
keep the course clear.'” 
“ Will any visitors be perm itted on 
bourd tile Sham rock?” wa> asked, and 
Sir Thom as replied In true British 
style by a question in return, “ H as 
anybody been perm itted to go cm board 
the C olum bia? I believe th a t the (Sham­ 
rock is the best boat th a t could be pro­ 
duced in all England. She Is tile acm e 
of naval architecture aud construc­ 
tion in England. 
She has been built 
by the firm that stands at the top for 
m etallic m arine work. T he cost? Well, 
she has cost a great deal, but any oue 
who will count the cost in building a 
challenger for the America’s cup had 
b etter stay at home. 
“ I have received a cablegram from 
the committee of tin* New York Yacht 
club in charge of the details to th e ef­ 
fect th a t if I objected to th** Interfer­ 
ence of excursion steam ers the course 
would I Hi changed, to which I replied 
a t once th a t under uo «ircum stances 
would I have tin* course changed; that 
if I won the cup it w as to be over the 
sam e course over which other b o a t s 
have sailed ls*fore. 
“I expect to entertain Lord Thief 
Justice Russell. Baron Klllowen; ids 
son, lion. d ia r ie s Bussell; Right lion. 
Arnold Morley, formerly p o stm a ster of 
England; Lord Lousdalo aud the n ig h t 
Hon. W. J. Birlie on board the Erin. 
T here will also be several excursions 
and special parties on yachts from 
Scotland that will cross the oceau to 
view the races, 
i m ight say that no 
boat ever crossed the ocean followed 
by b atter wishes for success,’ 
“ Is there any tru th in the rum or that 
you will have C aptain Ben B arker ut 
tile G erm an em peror s yacht on the 
(Shamrock as an assistan t to < a tta in s 
H ogarth ami W ringer* was ask ed . 
* I 
have not heard 
of it,” 
replied 
Sit' 
Thom as, “aud if it was so, I believe I 
would know som ething about it.” 
Sir 
Thom as was greatly Interested in the 
perform ances of til** Columbia as com ­ 
pared to the Defender, ami said filial­ 
ly th a t she m ust be a flier, 
’Am er­ 
icans are my friends,” he said in c o n ­ 
clusion. 
“ I know them aud believe in 
their sportsm anlike behavior. 
I thank 
them all for the m anner in which the.' 
la v e received 
my 
challenge, 
which 
*very one accepts as a friendly dell 
of legitim ate rivalry. 
I will win th at 
cup if possible.” The quick passage 


of the yacht was a pleasant surprise 
I to him. and he expressed himself as 
p a p p y th at the voyage had been made 
I without accident. 
Thom as Halsey, tile noted sailmaker, 
whose canvas has been seen on every 
cup challenger for a decade and is con­ 
sidered the most perfect fitting that 
has ever been stretched on either side 
of the Atlantic, said to the reporter: 
“ W’»* have made two complete suits of 
sails for tile Shamrock, the one that 
site used in her trials against the Brl 
tannin and a larger suit th at lins never 
yet been bent. 
Both will be tried in 
American waters. 
The canvas that is 
on the yacht now, from all I can learn, 
is tile one th at w as used in the races 
off the Isle of Wight. 
There will also 
be six men from my loft on the St. 
Baul, who will m ake any alteration 
that may appear necessary.” 
“ H ave you tried a suit of crosscut 
sails?” was asked. 
“ Yes, we have tried every kind,” he 
replied, “and believe that there is no 
m aterial difference between the cross­ 
cut, whose cloths run from luff to 
leach, 
and 
the 
regular style, 
with 
which the Shamrek is equipped.” 
Mr. Uatsey a t first declined to say 
anything about the sail plan of tin* 
yacht, b u t practically adm itted that 
sin* carried in Ute vicinity of 13,800 
square feet of canvas, which is nearly 
IM Kl square feet in excess of th at of the 
Columbia. 
“ We are satisfied that we have a 
very fast boat and the best that can 
be produced. 
I must say. however, 
in the m atter of tile contests with the 
B ritannia th at she is not nearly as 
good a c ra ft ais she was in lier heyday. 
Still Sham rock won so easily from her 
that I believe Sir Thom as’ boat to Im* 
tty fa r b etter than the Britannia in her 
best days.” 
Designer Fife declined to talk to any 
great extent about Ins latest produc­ 
tion.
